gations. As a consequence, the body was 
exhumed in the latter part of April, nnd a 
coroner's jury impaneled to take testimony. 
A theory advanced by Dr. Swinburn, former- 
ly Health ofiioor of tho port of New York, 
now representing some ot the companies, is 
that Colonel Dwight strangled himself with 
a cord while in bod, and ho is directing in- 
invostigations to substantiate this theory.

in this section. Tho time to apply it is at 
hand. 
Other chemical fertilizera are also 


good, their use will pay. 


A NEW PUCE ran THE GABDEN.—\Vo see 


the same spot used for a kitchen garden 
year after year, decade after decade, gener- 
ation after generation. 
This is not advisa- 


ble. 
Fresh soil, with its sod, is tho thing 


for our country gardens (the cities rind 
largo villages cannot expect to have it.) 
They are clean, they are mellow, they make 
a healthy aud not over-bearing 
growth, 


contributing, I thinli, to improved quality. 
After being used a few years for the growth 
of garden stuff, the plat can be put to corn, 
potatoes, cabbage, or some other crop. It 
is pretty sure to grow it well, and leave the 
land in a condition to bo seeded again. 
It 


may be necessary in some cases to fence off 
the plat, 
the 
expense 
of 
which 
is 


not mgch. In other oases, as in a meadow 
or plowed field, the fence is not neces- 
sary. The ground thus demoted to the gar- 
den may extend BB far into tho field as may 
hn rlflsimbla, nnd in whatever form tbnt ia 
wished, giving it n pleasant appearance. 
In this wny the garden is made n part of tho 
farm proper, as it should bo, and can he 
made remunerative, nnd need not be incon- 
venient of access. If manure ia used, (as 
for some plants aud some treatment it may 
be necessary,) let it be, if possible, some 
well rotted compost. 
If made with a par- 


ticular view to the needs of the garden, nil 
the better. But for the general garden, a 
thick sod on sufficiently dry soil, turned 
down early in the spring or'late fall, and 
afterwards thoroughly mixed with tbe soil, 
which can be done by horse culture, noth- 
ing could be so well adapted to our country 
gardening.
